








Feedback on S.140 and Energy Storage

➤Energy storage is a key component of our current and future grid.
➤Will continue deploying storage through our existing programs, plus look for ways to expand our existing 

programs to reach more Vermonters more quickly.
➤Thoughts on S.140: Our success in bringing energy storage online has been through our innovative pilot and 

tariffed offerings, accomplished with flexibility that is key in a rapidly changing industry. 
• Mandates or requirements can have the opposite effect and ultimately drive costs up vs. down. We 

would want to make sure flexibility of procurement strategies can be maintained to get storage to the 
best locations as quickly as possible
• Consider the participants to ensure the committee has the capacity to complete this work on the timeline 

as proposed – perhaps a set of required participants and optional participants (many utilities currently 
focused on pursuing grants to get more storage out into Vermont).

➤From our 2021 IRP: 
“Our pilot programs provide real-world experience that informs potential permanent programs, as it 
has with GMP’s first-in-the-nation Energy Storage System (ESS) and Bring Your Own Device (BYOD) 
tariffs. Rather than spending years researching and studying what the impacts of a particular program 
may be, the best way to learn is by doing, especially as climate change demands we act quickly with 
real-world solutions.”
